Editor’s Note: David Leaf is the author 
of The Beach Boys, a biography of the 
group that will be published this fall 

by Running Press Books. It is up the 
updated version of his 1978 book. The 
Beach Boys & The California Myth. This 
conversation with BBFUN President 
Alice took place at David’s Santa 
Monica apartment on July 27, 1985. 


ALICE: Could you tell the readers a little 

about yourself, where you’re from, 

where you were born, etc. 

DAVID: I was born in New York in 1952, 

but I think the only thing about me that 

matters is that I love Brian and his music. 

As a Beach Boys fan, I’ve been going to 

their concerts since 1967; I guess I’ve 

seen them in person about two dozen 

times. The first article I wrote about the 

group was published in 1971, and off and 

on, for the last nine years, I’ve been work- 

ing on books about Brian and The Beach 

Boys. 

ALICE: What made you decide to write 

the book? 

DAVID: The original impetus was an 

article I read by Tom Nolan in Rolling

Stone in 1971. That article really inspired 
me. That same year, I saw the group in 
concert for the second time. Actually, 
you and I were at the same show back in 
1967-at the Westchester Couty Center. 
We didn’t know each other, but we were 
both there to see The Beach Boys. 
ALICE: Oh, yeah! Yeah! 

DAVID: In one sense, I was a kind of a 
“Johnny-come-lately” fan; I didn’t really 
get heavily into the group until the fall of 
71. But when I did, I jumped in with 
both feet. That tour in ’71, the “Surf's 
Up” tour was the most amazing thing Pd 
ever seen. They were doing new songs 
and old stuff. They had a horn section, 
and Carl was performing “Surf’s Up,” 
and Dennis was playing his ballads at the 
piano. That was the peak. 

ALICE: Yes! Absolutely superb. 
DAVID: Between the Rolling Stone 
articles and that concert, I was moved to 
go back and discover great albums like 
Pet Sounds, Friends, and Sunflower, 

I’d heard the hits through the years, and 
Pd bought the 45’s, but I hadn't ever 
really submerged myself in Brian Wilson’s 
artistry, which is what I did in the early 
°70’s. And as you remember, that was a 
_ bad time to be a Beach Boys fan. People 
literally laughed at you. 

ALICE: I’ve felt like I’ve been going 
against the tide for along time. _ 
DAVID: Most of the time, you’ve been 
bucking the odds. I was just saying the 
other day that you’ve been president of 
the official Beach Boys fan club for 

nine years now. And there’s nobody else, 
with the exception of Al Jardine and 
Mike Love, who have been part of The 
Beach Boys organization during that 
nine year period. Not Carl, not Bruce, . 
not Brian, not the management or road 
managers or band members. You, Mike 
and Al are the only people, I think, who 
have been there from 1976-1985. That’s 
pretty remarkable. 


ALICE: I think I’m in excellent company, 
don’t you? I just thought of it; July 19 
was the 9th anniversary. 

DAVID: You started the BBFUN news- 
letter on your own back in '75, and at 
the end of 1976, you helped me get 

Pet Sounds (Magazine) out to the fan 
club. And if it hadn't been for Pet 
Sounds, I never would have gotten a 
book contract. a 

ALICE: So how did the book contract 
actually come about? 

DAVID: It was really a remarkable string 


of circumstances. For the fan club mem- 
bers who don’t know, Pet Sounds was a 
newsletter I published in 1977 and 1978. 
The first issue cam out in early February 
1977, and I sent that issue free to about 
4,000 people. One man who got it was 
Bob Merlise, who was and still is “head 
honcho” over at Warner Brothers Records 
publicity. He liked Pet Sounds, and he 
bought 1,000 copies of it from me and 
sent it to every record critic in the 
country. Every paper or magazine that 
had a rock ‘n’ roll section got a copy of 
that issue. For some reason, a writer at 
the Village Voice (a New York City 
weekly) took an interest in Pet Sounds. 
He interviewed me and published an 
article about Pet Sounds in Spring, 1977. 
Coincidentally, and completely unbe- 
knownst to me, there was a publisher 
in New York who was looking for a re- 
searcher to find photos for a book they 
were doing on The Beach Boys. They 
became aware of me through the article 
in the Village Voice, and I was hired in 
June, ‘77 to gather photos for a book 
that someone else was going to write 
about The Beach Boys. My good fortune 
was that this writer got a very lucrative 
offer to write a TV movie, and he wasn’t 
able to do the book. He’s a native Cali- 
fornian, and the original focus of his 
book was going to be “what it was like 
to grow up in California with The Beach 
Boys’ music as the soundtrack of his 
life.” His book was going to be called 
Sandtracks. When he dropped off the 
project, I convinced the publisher to 
change the point-of view of the book to 
that of someone who grew up in the 
East and came to California because of 
The Beach Boys’ music. And that’s how 
I originally got the contract. We made a 
deal in August 1977, I worked on the 
manuscript that fall and finished before 
Christmas 1977. The book was subse- 
quently published in late November 
1978. 
ALICE: That was the first printing? 
DAVID: First and only. It was called 
The Beach Boys & The California Myth, 
and by the end of 1979, it was out-of- 
print. Then, with all the hoopla of the 
last couple of years, my publisher felt 
the time was right to re-issue the book, 
and they asked me to write an update. 
I’ve just finished five new chapters that 
will bring the reader completely up-to- 
date on Beach Boys activities of the last . 
cight years. There’s also a chapter about

One way to do this is 
to display your bumper sticker, and wear 
your button at Beach Boys concerts and 
anywhere else. People at concerts will 
ask you where you got it. I have a 
supply of club address slips which you 
may give to people, and I will send you 
a handful on request. 

When you are making payments to 
BBFUN, you may combine all payments, 
even those for more than one person, on 
one check or money order. Payments 
must be made in U.S. currency, as we 
cannot cash anything in other currencies. 
International reply coupons are accept- 
able, and 4 of these are equivalent to 
one dollar. Cash and U.S. postage stamps 
will be accepted, but sending cash in the 
mail is not recommended.

Dennis . . . kind of a personal memoir 
of the brief time I spent with Dennis. 
There’s also a chapter about “how and 
why I wrote a book about Brian and 
The Beach Boys.” And a chapter that 
includes new information I've gathered 
since the book was first published, 
including new interviews that I’ve done 
in the last few years. And the book 
concludes with a brief tribute to Brian’s 
revolutionary musical contributions. The 
edition of the book had about 375 
pictures and illustrations, most of which 
had never been published before. The 
new edition will have all of those 
pictures plus a handful of new photos 
that will show how The Beach Boys 
have changed in the last half-dozen 
years. My favorite picture is one that 
was taken of Brian at the Malibu Emer- 
gency Room benefit, his first solo con- 
cert appearance without his beard. 
ALICE: Sounds great. 
DAVID: And I’m really happy about 
the new edition because it’s going to be 
in hardcover. And in the stores, it’s only 
going to cost $7.98. I think it’s a real 
bargain. 
ALICE: Have any of The Beach Boys 
seen the manuscript? 
DAVID: No. I’ve communicated with 
everybody in the group within the last 
year. But because there are so many 
books about the group being written, 
they decided not to get involved in any 
of them. They told me that they would 
someday like to do their own ‘author- 
ized biography. As you know, there was 
an authorized biography about five years 
ago, but that was a pretty thin volume. 
The Beach Boys management told me 
that if they were to give me an inter- 
view or review the manuscript, it 
would give the impression that, they 
approve of the book, and they: don’t 
want to approve any of the books. 
ALICE: I see. So they might just be 
writing a book themselves. 
DAVID: A few years down the road. 
ALICE: Uh-huh. What are some of the 
real highlights in your career, some 
anecdotes that people would be inter- 
eated in knowing that you have experi- 
enced with The Beach Boys? As we 
women might say, “cute things they 
did.” But let’s just say interesting 
things. 
DAVID: The very first time 1 saw them 
was at a concert in 1967, and when the 
show ended, it had gone by so quickly 





that I was sure it was intermission. I 
didn’t realize the concert was over until 
everybody stood up and left. I don’t 
know how “cute” that is. 

ALICE: Mmmm. Not very. 

DAVID: The first time I really got to 
know Dennis was terrific. He was just 
one of the most amazing people I’ve 
ever been privileged to meet. He really 
could make you feel, when you were 
with him, that you were the most 
important person in the entire world. 
He had this ability to focus on you; it 
didn’t last long, but while it did, you 
could feel all this energy, all this power, 
directed at you and what you were 
saying. He was a real charmer, but it 
was completely natural. 

ALICE: I know. I know. 


DAVID: I interviewd him when his 
solo album came out, and ended up 
spending the day and night with him. 
He had a recording session, and he took 
me and a bunch of people into Brother 
Studio, and had us singing background 
on a new song of his, ‘“‘He’s a Bum.” A 
great song, and I hope it comes out 
someday. He taught us our part, and 
we sang it over and over until he was 
satisfied. That’s the first time I really 
saw how hard it is to make records. 
Later that night, around ten o’clock, 
Dennis began working on a lead vocal 
for another song. He spent at least two 
hours singing the same verse, over and 
over again, until he was satisfied with 
every single word. I don’t think people 
know that when it came to his music, 
Dennis was really a perfectionist. He 
had so much talent, and I don’t know 
if ever acknowledged himself. 

ALICE: Probably not. He was really 
modest. : 

DAVID: Very modest about it. I guess 
when you have a brother as gifted as 
Brian, you.tend to hang back in the 
shadows. But Dennis could do what 
Brian can do, which is to inject his 


-emotions into the music. And to me, 


there’s so much power in The Beach 
Boys’ records because Brian put his 
heart and soul into them. It doesn’t 


. matter how many times you hear “In 


My Room,” or “Surfer Girl,” or Good 
Vibrations;” it’s almost like hearing 
them for the first time. That’s how 
powerful Brian’s art is. And Dennis 
could do that, particularly when he 
worked with Daryl Dragon. His solo 
album was a little bit cluttered, he 
hadn’t completely disciplined his talent, 
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but there was a lit of beautiful music 
on it. And there’s a lot of beautiful 
music that he recorded that still hasn’t 
been released. Someday, I hope it all 
comes out. 

ALICE: We all hope so. 

DAVID: That day with Dennis didn’t | 
end at the studio. Around 1:00 in the | 
morning, when he quit for the day, he | 
said to me, “‘C’mon, let’s go.” I didn’t | 
know where we were going; I just knew | 
that he wanted to drive my car. I have | 
to admit that made me a little nervous, 

not only because Dennis was a speed 

racer, but because on the back wind- 

shield of my car, I had a bumper 

sticker that a friend of mine had given 

to me. It said, “Warning — I brake for | 
Brian Wilson.” =: N 
ALICE: I remember that. 

DAVID: When Dennis saw it, I was — 

just humiliated. I thought, “He’s going 

to kill me.” And he looked at it, and 

got all choked up, like he was going to 

cry. And he said, “I know exactly 

what you mean. Everytime I’m driving 

in my car and one of Brian’s songs 

comes on the radio, I have to pull off 

to the side of the road.” To me, the 

bumper sticker was a mean joke, but 

when Dennis said it like that, it sudden- 

ly took on a whole new meaning. I 

never knew whether he was serious or 

whether he was putting me on, but he 

got pretty emotional about it. 

ALICE: I think he was just trying to 

make a point. 


DAVID: Right. Anyway, he drove to 
his house in Venice, and we spent the 
entire night talking. He played the 
piano some, played a new song, and’ he 
got me to write lyrics to it. That’s i 
another beautiful song that never came 
out. I think the lyric was something like 
“Drink up, the bartender said, the night 
is long and you've meen mislead.” And 
in the chorus, Dennis sang, “Did it hurt, 
did it hurt to love again?” That was a 
powerful, emotional experience. And 
that's what Dennis could do to you. 
ALICE: It’s almost like “She Believes 
In Love Again.” 
DAVID: Dennis was a real romantic. We 
talked ‘til dawn, never went to sleep. 
We discussed different groups we liked, 
and it turned out we were both big 
Bruce Springsteen fans. The next morn- 
ing. a friend of his visited. and around 
10 a.m., 1 went home and slept. 1 will 
never forget that day. and while that's

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Continued from page three 
not a “cute” story, it's... 


ALICE: A very interesting one, and 
shows what kind of people these are. 
And that’s what we want to know — 
just what are these individuals like? 
DAVID: It’s the Wilson brothers who 
I’ve spent the most time with, 
particularly Brian. 

ALICE: Why don’t you tell us some- 
thing about him? 

DAVID: OK. I think this is a funny 
story. I work on the TV show Solid 
Gold, and last April, The Beach Boys 
came on to perform “Getcha Back.” 
That day, I was determined to get a 
good picture of myself and Brian. I 
asked him to pose, and he said “no 
problem.” But when we were taking 
the picture, I could see he wasn’t 
smiling. I was standing on his right side, 
and I forgot that was his bad ear. So 
I’m whispering into his ear, “please 
smile, Brian,” and he’s sitting there 
very seriously. And after the photos 
had been taken, I said to Brian, “I 
guess you really didn’t want to do that, 
and that’s why you weren’t smiling.” 
He laughed, and that’s when I realized 
that he hadn’t heard me whispering. He 
was very sweet about it. I don’t know 


if people see that side of him, but he 
really is a very gentle person. 


ALICE: I don’t think they do see that 
side of him. He sort of comes on — 
mannerisms wise — like a tough guy. 
But he isn’t. No way. 

DAVID: Sometimes, I wish Brian were 
tougher. 

ALICE: I do too. He should be. 
DAVID: He’s a sweetheart. He’s a man 
who has this incredible musical talent, 
and he’s not the least bit conceited 


about it, not the least bit obnoxious.

He’s very satisfied to express himself 
through his music, and he doesn’t need 
the approval of the world to let him 
know how good the music is. As he said, 
he’s just a regular guy. 

ALICE: I know. And very generous 
too. I used to go see him at his health 
food store, and when I went to the cash 
register, he tried to give things to me 
for nothing. It was a lot of fun; we 
talked just like any two people 
meeting in a grocery store. 

DAVID: I think the key with Brian is 
to be with him when there is not a 

big crowd. 

ALICE: He’s really shy. And I think 
he gets a feeling that people are looking 
at him. I think he is so perceptive that 
he knows you're looking at him even if 
your head is pointing the other way. 
DAVID: That reminds me of a story. 
People think that Brian is in a fog or 
something, but he is so aware of every- 
thing. I was working on the Rock 
Awards in 1977, and Brian was one of 
the presenters. He was backstage with 
one of his bodyguards, minding his 
own business. Actually he was sneaking 
a smoke. Anyway, these two young 
women came up to him, and the con- 
versation went something like this. 
“Brian, you probably don’t remember 
us... and he interrupted and said, 
“Yeah, we met at the Troubador Bar 
in 1971, didn’t we? And their chins 
literally dropped, mouths wide open 

as if to say, “How did you remember?” 
So, sometimes, people think Brian 
doesn’t know what’s going on, and 
they’re wrong. He really knows every- 
thing. 

ALICE: I don’t think he forgets 

any thing. 

DAVID: He has a tremendous memory 
and a tremendous sensitivity to people. 
ALICE: Definitely. What about Carl? 
Do you have any experiences you 
would like to tell about? 

DAVID: The key to Carl is that he is 

a real gentleman. He’s always treated 
me with terrific courtesy and respect. 

I couldn’t be happier for him now that 
his life seems to be going so well. One 
time, about five or six years ago, Roy 
Gudge was here from England, and 

I took him over to Brian’s house. Brian 
could see that Roy was a gigantic fan, 
so he said, “Let's go visit Carl.” When 
we got to Carl’s Santa Monica beach 
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house, Carl was in traction, flat on his 
back. Here is what I mean about what 

a gentleman Carl is. Brian and two pesty 
fans knocking on the door to his sick 
room, and instead of bing annoyed, he 
graciously waves us in. And he even 
signed an autograph for Roy. Carl 
couldn’t have been nicer. And for Roy, 
that was a big deal, because his trip 
from England to Los Angeles was a 
pilgrimage of sorts. Late that day, I 
took Roy over to Bruce’s, and Bruce 
played all sorts of unreleased music for 
Roy. Bruce has always understood the 
importance of dealing with the fans on 
a proper level, and he takes the time to 
give back to the fans. 

ALICE: What about Mike? You went 
up to Santa Barbara to interview 

him, right? 

DAVID: Yeah, back in ’76. Actually, 

if it hadn’t been for you, I wouldn’t 
have got the interview. Anyway, this 
time, I think I’ve got a funny story, one 
the girls will like. During the interview, 
Mike was trying to improve his tan, 
because the group was just about to go 
out on tour. So he was wearing only 
this little wrap-around robe. And at one 
point, he stood up, took off the robe 
and got into his hot tub. Sorry, girls, 
but I didn’t have my camera with me. 
ALICE: I’m sorry too! So that leaves 
Al. You say you don’t know him too 
well, so you probably don’t have much 
to say about him. 

DAVID: I’ve only had two conversations 
with Al. When I moved out here in 
1975, the very first week, I went to the 
unemployment office, which was 

across the street from Brother Studio. 
And there was Al Jardine, getting out 
of his truck, on his way into Brother. 
So I accosted him, and asked him a 
bunch of fan questions. 

ALICE: Al had a truck? 

DAVID: I think it was a pick-up. Maybe 
Pm wrong. Maybe he was parked next 
to Dennis’s truck. So I talked to Al 
that one day, and he was very polite, 
and said he would do an interview if I 
called Rogers & Cowan, the group’s 
P.R. firm. When I was doing the book, 
l tried my hardest to get an interview 
with him, but for whatever reason, it 
didn’t work out. The most disappointing 
thing was that after the book came out, 
I got a call from Bruce and Bruce said, 


“Al’s upset that you didn’t interview 
him for the book.” 

ALICE: Oh, great. 

DAVID: Exactly. So Bruce gave Al my 
phone number, and we had a long talk 
that day about how if I ever was going 
to update the book, he wanted to talk 
to me. 

ALICE: So now that you’ve added to 
the book, have you interviewed him? 
DAVID: No. As I said, they’re unavail- 
able to any of the people who are 
doing books. 
ALICE: What I really want to know 

is how and when are people going to 
be able to get their hands on this book. 
DAVID: It should be in the stores by 
early October. The big chain that’s 
going to be stocking is B. Dalton Book- 
sellers, which is a national chain. 
ALICE: What about overseas? 

DAVID: There is nothing definite yet, 
but regardless of whether you live in the 
U.S. or out of the country, the book is 
available directly from me through the 
mail. Write me at P.O. Box 1404, 
Santa Monica, CA 90406. And if your 
readers want, I’ll personally autograph 
the book. Just ask them to send me the 
name of their favorite Beach Boys 
record with their order. The price 
through the mail is $11 in the US., 
$13 outside. And if you want air mail 
delivery, I’m sorry to say, itll be an 
additional $15. 

ALICE: That’s to be blamed on the 
Post Office. 

DAVID: Right. And please don’t send 
cash through the mails. Checks or 
money orders made out to me, inter- 
national money orders in U.S. dollars 
from overseas. The book should be 
published in early October, so allowing 
for 4-6 weeks delivery, you'll have it in 
plenty of time for Christmas if you 
want to use it as a Christmas gift to 
yourself or to a friend. 

ALICE: Very ideal Christmas gift. Is 
there anything else? 

DAVID: Earlier, we talked about Pet 
Sounds magazine, and if anyone is 
interested in back issues, they should 
write Peter Reum, P.O. Box 1523, 
Greeley, CA 80632. 

ALICE: Okay. Thank you very much. 
DAVID: You’re welcome. My pleasure. 
ALICE: Certainly appreciate it.
